ADDRESS. 

Called by the passing away of another year to 

meet the members »( Uie American party in Na- 
tional Council, the occasion demands a reaffirma- 
tion of our opinions. We are ready to-dav as. 
aforetime to give a reason for the faith that is 
in M* and as ready to day as ever before to stand 
fast by our vows of devotiou to our whole coun 
try. Neither <lism.i\cd by defeat, nor disheart 
titi bv opposition — neither discouraged by the 
past, uor without hope for the future — we meet 
together both to counsel one with another, and to 
show to the people of the United States by our 
presence and our numbers here in open conven 
tion that as a party we are hopeful and determin- 
ed as to our future course of action. 

The ilrtminant party at the North and the dom- 
inant pariy at the South, by appeals made to sec- 
tions • .! country and the passions of the day, are 
temporarily successful. But a temporary triumph 
is no ev idence of permaueut success. Nor does a 
victory secured by passion give evidence of a 
true attachment to principle. A true soldier will 
never l<e disheartened in sustaining a good cause 
because of one or many defeats. 

The nine hundred thousand American voters 
who sustainded the American candidates for the 
two first offices in the gift of the people in No 
vember last may enjoy the consciousness of an 
honest work well meant and well done. They 
neither counted the cost of defeat nor faltered in 
the d j| ii.irge of a great public duty, aud had the 
thousands of men who agreed with them in 
opinion as to the justice of their principles and 
the fitness of their candidate acted upon the same 
convictions of public duty, the result would have 
been Tar different. At tiie North, tens of thou- 
sands voted for Mr. Fremont upon the plea that 
there »a» no chance for Mr. Fillmore, while tens 
of thousands voted for Mr. Buchanan at the 
South upon the plea that a vote for Mr. Fillmore 
would secure the election of the candidate of the 
miscalled Republican party. It was a cruel and 
uncalled for sacrifice of principle upon the altar 
of expediency, and one of those sacrifices of prin 
ciple which, if persisted in, in private life, as is 
sometimes the case, in the consideration of sub 
jects of great public moment, would result in 
common disaster. When patriotism becomes the 
rule of tetion and a true love of country points 
out the path of 
yielding up of that w'hich is 
is merely expedient 

We do not, however seek to recall anything 
in the past calculated to wound the feelings ot 
those who were templed in a moment of despon 
dency or thoughtlessness to forget their obliga- 
tions to their country or their associates in princi- 
ple. 

Thousands who left our ranks in November, 
drawn away by the temporary expedients and 
passious of the hour, have returned to the fold of 
the American party. They have been taught in 
the bitter school of experience that the word of 
promise may be made to the ear and broken to 
the hope. Where there was a pledge to secure, 
and the power to effect a pure ballot box — the 
waut of which is one of the great evils of the 
limes — and to accomplish which ought to unite 
the good men of all parlies— there has been eith 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
bold paarticipation in that wrong. So in the 
promises made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where all could see and know who, under the 
constitution and by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we can recall to mind have 
either of the two great organizations opposed the 
American party endeavored to secure those 
wholesome reforms which are essential either to 
an inteligent or honest exercise of the rights of 
franchise. Even where an attempt has been 
nude, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalization laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five years' resi 
dence previous to naturalization provided by the 
laws ot the United States, it would, neverthe- 
less, secure a small portion of this limited resi 
dence before the alien was alowed to vote, the at- 
tempt has failed, by the combined opposition of 
both the Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not unfrequently work together at the North to 
destroy the American organization. And while 
there has been a neglect to maintain a pure fran 
chise for white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measures for admitted great public evils, 
there has also been enacted in New York a sue 
cessful measure lookiug to such an amendment 
of the Constitution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroesof the Slate. Thus, 
in one part of the Union a State Constitution is 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
while in another part of the Union the alien has 
had conferred upon him privileges wholly un 
known to the native-born citizen. To day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all things, and regardless of his residence in the 
country, an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life-long, patriotic, and useful in the land of 
his birth To-morrow, again, States in another sec 
tion of the count rv become revolutionary iu their 
plans of opposition to the Federal Government, 
and exhaust their patriotism and labor in meas- 
ni es of mere speciality and favor for the negro. 

We seek to&void such anatomies of legislation 
iu both our Federal and State governments. — 
Their tendency is neither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They benefit neither the white nor the 
M Mat r.ice and, whether well meant or ill meant, 
result in that spirit of strife and uncharitableness 
in different States and among differeut classes of 
people which the true men of the country cannot 
fail to deplore. 

Higher aims and nobler objects animate the 
American party. We know of no political differ 
ences between the rights of the North and the 
rights of the South. All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country. The union 
of the States, the rights of the States, the privi- 
leges of the people in the States, and under the 
Union, is our chief glory and our greatest good. — 
When differences of opinion come, as come they 
will, they must be settled, not by crimination and 
hate, but by reference to that great principle of com - 
mon right and common protection — the Consti 
tutiosi of the United States ; and if there shall 
unfortunately again be dfferences of opinion as 
to what is granted and what is denied by the 
constitution, the judiciary of the land, through 
the authorized courts of" the nation, can alone 
Bake up and decide the final issue. Theconstitu 
tion and the law must, therefore, at all times and 
m all places become our rule of action. 
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and of the press, the right of the people 
bly to assemble and petition the government for 
a redress of grievances, are among these specifi 
ed constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the land. Equally ex- 
plicit arc the rights of the States over their own 
territories, and interference with them becomes 
both a public abuse of power and an act of per- 
sonal impertinence. If all men in all sections of 
the country, could realize where their powers 
commence, and where they cease — if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sius than they are secure in their own 
self assumed virtues, all would be comparatively 
well. 

There are many and vitai questions upon which 
the American parly can agree, and to these all 
other subjects should be subordinate. They are, 
in brief, condensed in the following spirit of our 
National Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice and private 
duty, to the following rule of faith and action: 

1st. The Federal Union must be maintain 
ed. 

■ 2d. The reserved rights of the States must be 

respected. 

3d. The decisions of the Supreme Court must 

be enforced. 

4th. The union of Church and State must De 

prevented. 
5th The rights of 

teed. 
6th. 

7th. An 
ed. 

Stb. Sectional agitation mutt be terminated. 
9th Foreign paupers and criminals must beex- 

eluded. 

10th. The naturalization laws must be amend 

ed. 

11th. "Squatter Sovereignty" and alien suff- 
rage must be repudiated. 

12th Americans must rule America. 
There is nothing here not taught in the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and nothing here re- 
pugnant to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
of liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
tUtion which requires the President of tho United 
States to be a native born citizen — which requires 
the Vice President to possess the same qualifica- 
tions with the President — which, in the foreign 
born imposes a nine vears' residence, after na- 
turalization, as qualification of a candidate for 
the United States Senate, and a residence of 
seven years, after naturalization, as a qualifica- 
tion for a Representative iu Congress — which for 
bids test oaths for office, and the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
of our faith and practice. So far from departing 
from any provision of the Constitution, we seek 
to restore a respect for its framers, and an entire 
aud hearty obedience to its provisions. It is, 
above and bevond all other records of political 
creeds, the platform of the American party. 

But we cannot shut our eyes to other issues 
which have been forced upon us by the Democrat- 
ic party, which is not only not what it was in times 
past, but which seems to have outlived its con- 
sistency, its usefulness, and its virtues. It has 
different faces for different parts of the country, 
and different phases to illustrate its many creeds. 
It has involved the government in great difficulty, 
and no man feels secure in the future while this 
party is in power. Uunder Democratic Adminis- 
trations there has been an open violation of law 
in the Territory of Utah.' A social system which 
would have disgraced the darkest ages, utterly re- 
pugnant to civilization, reflecting the highest dis- 
honor upon the government, a festering sore upon 
the political body, and every day growing from 
bad to worse, exists and has existed for four 
years past within the borders of our own govern- 
ment. We condemn this outrage upon morals 
and humanity, and desire to see the nuisance 
abated We trace it, however, as one of the nat- 
ural ills incident to that system of administration 
which seeks to fill the nation with criminals, pau 
pers, and fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs in Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to those 
who, serpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
the nation in order to sting aud destroy it. 

Other questions of great importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention. The 

a common sacrifice of blood aud labor, the com- 
mon property of the nation is distributed without 
regard to the general owuership, and with a lav 
isbness of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
difference to the just claims and true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils and restore the gov 
eminent to its ancient landmarks but the Amer 
ican party? Where else is there a 6ure hope of 
the union of the States with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common 
wealth of the Republic, and to every citizen in the 
Union? 

We call then upon our countrymen all over 
the land to organize and act. Let them seek to 
give hoDor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love of 
country and of the whole country a passion and a 
principle. 

The past in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism and heroism of our noble ancestry of 
Southern men of the stamp and character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
of those who were distinguished under the con- 
federation and in the convention which framed the 
constitution Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi 
nated George Washington of Virginia to be Gen 
eral-in-Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword ot the leading British 
General on Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever-loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past— seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good men who led 
the way to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful and heartful of the great fu- 
ture. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co-ope 
ration of all men, all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle and sentiment — and of 
all men too, who wish to reform those gross 
abuses in the State and nation which have result- 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic 
Americans and friends of Americans, North and 
South, East and West, "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

THE COMMONWEALTH. 



[From the Mark Lane Express. Oct. 1?.] 
The Curs Trad- of <ireat Britain Pros- 
pective Supplit What i» Kipected 

from Mi United State*. 
Having allowed a sufficient time toelapse after 
the conclusion of the harvest to he able to form 
an o pi won as to the geueral results, we propose 
now to consider what mnv be the course that the 
graio trade, and especially that in wbeat, is likel v 
to take in the season that has now commenced. 
Manv ctrcumctances have occurred ot sufficient 
importance to affect material!* the supplv. and 
consequently the price of corn in the United 
Kingdom. It is therefore desirable to ascertain as 
far as possible the present condition of the coun 
try as regards the prospect of obtaining a suffi 
cient quantity of bread-corn to meet the couaunip 
tiou. 

It is admitted on all hand* that, taking the 
whole kiugdom. the crop of wheat just harvested 
is a full average one, aud probably rather more. 
The drawbacks occaaioued by the violent and ex 
tensive storms in the north of England and Scot- 
land, and also in some of the midland counties, 
are considerable. But we look upon the lo&ssus 
tained by these casualties as more than made up 
bv the extraordinary large produce in other parts, 
especially those districts where high farming is 
practiced. The accounts given from week to week 
in this journal, by our country correspondents, 
from different counties, will enable our readers to 
judue how far we are correct in this opinion— 
which, in the main, will be found consistent with 
the tacts adduced in those reports. 

By the Board of Trade returns, we find that 
during the six years, Irom W>1 to 1S56 inclusive, 
we have imported of wheat, and flour as wheat, 
28,622,873 qrs. — or an average of 4,770.410 qrs 
ner year. With an average crop, therefore, we 
shall Mill want an imported amount of nearly five 
million quarters, especially when we take into ac- 
count the loss of the potato crop, which we fear 
is too well established to admit of a doubt. The 
last three weeks, indeed, the disease has assumed 
a virulence equal in destructiveness to that of 
the worst period of its prevalence; and thi* «■* 
tends not only to every part of the United King 
dom. but to France, and a considerable part of 
the European continent. 

In France, the alarm created by it has led the 
Government of that country to prohibit the export 
of grain until September, 1*5* The extent, in- 
deed, to which that root is cultivated there (from 
2^4 10 3 million acres,) renders the loss a serious 
national calamity, as it forms the chief food of 
the peasantry— as was the case in Ireland previ 
ous to the famine. Notwithstanding, therefore, 
that the crop of wheat in France is above 
an average, the loss of the potato, and a defi- 



suppK from thence which we had calculated 



In the Baltic provinces the harvest has been 
excelleut both in quantity and quality. We have 
seen a sample of new Danzig wheat, for instance, 
which was said to weigh 66 fibs to the bushel— an 
unprecedented weight for that description of im 
ported grain. From Northern Russia we may 
expect a large supply in the spring, when the 
frost breaks up, the winter setting in too soon in 
that country to admit ot any quantity being 
brought down the rivers in Autumn. The impor 
tations from thence last year were larger than 
usual; but the reason for this was, that there was 
a three years' accumulation of grain at all the 
depots, in consequence of the war, none having 
been exported in 1855, and only about 21,000 qrs. 
in 1854. It is not probable we shall obtain more 
than from 120,000 to 150,000 qrs. from thence 
this season 

From none of the German states did wc import 
the usual quantity of wheat last year. Taking 
Denmark and the Duchies, Prussia, the Hanse 
Towns and other parts of Germany, the average 
of six years from 1851 to 1856 inclusive, was 
1,202,660 qrs. per year; but last year the imports 
from those countries amounted altogether to only 
647,244 qis-, In- in- liule more tlinu half the aver- 
age quantity, and less than half those of the three 
previous years. If the failure of the potato crop 
extends, to those countries, it is probable we shall 
not have more than, if so much as, a million qrs 
from thence in the seasonal vear, namely, from 
the 1st of October, 1857, to the 30th of September, 
K-5- 

From France, Holland, and Belgium we shall 
import n j native produce. Spain may send us a 
little; but her stocks were too much exhausted 
before the late harvest to admit of a large export 
trade. Egypt will send us about 500,000 qrs., 
Turkey proper 150,000 qrs , Wallachia and Mol 
davia about 150.000 qrs., and the Italian states, 
with Sicily, possibly as much more, their harvest 
having been an abundant one. 

From Southern Russia we have received, the 
last three years, not more than one-third of the 
average quantity, in consequence of the quantity 
consumed and destroyed during the Crimean cam 
paign. Trade, however, is getting into its regular 
channel in that country, and we shall probably 
import from all the Russian ports of the Black 
Sea 700,000 qrs. 

We next come to the United States and British 
North America, to which quarter we must look 
for the largest sectional supply. We place these 
two together, because so large a proportion of the 
wheat and flour shipped at New York is the pro- 
duce of Canada West, sent by way of the Erie 
Canal and the Hudson, as renders it impossible 
to ascertain the real amount of the States produce 
we receive. Taking the same period of six years, 
the average imports of wheat and flour from the 
American continent amount to 1,345,611 qrs. per 
year, that for the year 1856 being 2,304,293 qrs. 
— the largest quantity we ever received from 
thence. It appears from the reports from 
the States, that the wheat harvest, both there 
and in Canada, has been very abundant, and 
that a large breadth of new land has been 
broken up in the Western States and sown with 
wbeat.

London, Oct. 13, 1857. 
After the Persia arrived with news of the ex- 
changes at New York being down to 104, and 
under the impression that this might cause a 
large export of bullion, the demand for dis- 
counts at the Bank became so excessive that the 
directors felt there was no time to be lost in raak 
ing a further movement. Without waiting for 
the regular weekly court, the Governors, there 
fore, yesterday morning, before the commence- 
ment of business of the Stock Exchange, gave no- 
tice of the alteration. 

Whether this will suffice is very doubtful. In 
addition to the probability of shipments of gold 
being made to your aide, there is an expectation 
that increased remittances will take place to In- 
dia. The telegraphic dispatches by the over 
land mail reached us yesterday, bringing most 
favorable accounts as regards the likelihood of a 
speedy suppression of the mutiuy, but describinz 
an advance movement in the exchange both at 
Bombay and Calcutta, whicb will tend considera 
bly to augment the total of silver to be dispatch 
ed by the mail which leavesEngland on the 2<>th. 
Meanwhile no very large arrivals are expected 
from Australia or any other quarter, and the effect 
of whatever withdrawals of specie may take place 
will consequently be unmitigated. 

The application < for discount at the Bank on 
Saturday, the 10th, amounted to nearly a million 
sterling. About a third of that total is usually 
considered a very full day's business, even in ac- 
tive times. Yesterday, after the increase of one 
per ceut. in the charge, the demand was nearly 
M heavy. If the intention to ship gold to New 
York by this steamer and the Canada on Satur 
day shjuld be fulfilled to the extent first named, 
another jump of one percent, will most likely be 
the immediate consequence. 

It may be assumed that shipments of bullion, 
even in the tace of quotations brought by the 
Persia, will not be made to any very serious amount 
as a regular exchange operation. The danger of 
a great rebound before the gold could arrive out 
would seem too strong. But the fall in prices of 
American railway stocks has appeared so pre- 
posterous to many of our capitalists, that the or 
ders sent out for purchases at New York are be- 
lieved to have been extraordinarily numerous, 
and to provide for these, sp. cie will be sent in var 
ious parcels, which cannot fail to make up a very 
large aggregate. Whether the investors, when 
their instructions arrive out, will get such bar 
gains as thev anticipate, ma v perhaps be doubt 
ed. 

Thus far it is highly satisfactory to state, that 
notwithstanding the unprecedented suddenness of 
the prc.-sure there is not the remotest sign of 
general alarm. Many disastrous failures are an 
ticipated. and some have already been announced, 
but these are inevitable results of individual 
losses from the stoppage of American correspon 
dents. 

All that the mercantile communitv desire is 
that they should be able to feel sure of obtaining 
from time to time such accommodation as they 
may require at its fair market value. The question 
whether that value may be 7, 8, or even 20 per 
cent, cannot for a few weeks be of any vital mo 
ment to houses whose business has been yield- 
ing a profit, and who have a fair capital to meet 
any temporaray drawback. Panic, such as could 
compromise really solvent establishments, can 
be caused only by the apprehension that a period 
may arrive when, owing to banking mismanage 
ment,even the most solid securities may become 
altogether inconvertible. 

Among other causes of anxiety at the present 
moment is the state of the silk market as com 
pared with the prices which have lately prevailed 
in China. All the recent purchases in that coun- 
try must have involved a heavy loss, and, al- 
though most of the speculators have tne extraor 
dinary gains of the past two vears to fall back 
upon, several were weak and have broken down. 
At Manchester especially many cases of this kind 
have occurred. 

The feeling with regard to India is that all un 
certainty is now at an end, aud that for the future 
tlie work of i cu iuut.iun in likely to £0 jtoadily on. 
Delhi, although not taken, seems hopelessly 
doomed, a final effort of the mutineers to inter 
cept the siege train which was approaching to se- 
cure their destruction having resulted in their 
total defeat and the capture of all their guns — 13 
in number. From Luckuow advices had been 
received at Calcutta to the 2d of September — 
only eight days precediug the departure of the 
mail — to the effect that the garrison had made a 
second successful sortie, capturing two guns from 
the besiegers and securing a large additional 
quautity of provisions. As Gen. Outram with 
strong reinforcements was expected to join Have 
lock at Cawnporc on the 9th of September, the 
relief of Luckuow, only fifty miles distant, was 
positively relied upon. At Agra too all was well, 
aud the garrison so far from being threatened had 
actually attacked and defeated a body of insur 
gents with trifling loss. Thus at all the great 
points security seemed to be returning, and the 
accounts do not indicate that the enemy have a 
rallying point to which they can fly or a leader 
to help them other than Nena Sahib, whose skill 
and influence, judging from his want of success 
against Havelock and before Lucknow, is cou 
fined only to butchery and falsehood. The Mo 
hurrum also has passed off peaceablv in all the

A strange murder has been discovered. Two 
youths rowing on the Thames at daybreak, a few 
mornings since, picked up a large carpet bag on 
the abutments of Waterloo bridge, just above 
high water mark.

With respect to the probable range of prices 
ng the ensuing season, we do not apprehend 
we shall have a much lower rauge than the 
lent one> Taking into account the partial loss

A recent private letter from Mexico commu- 
nicates the information that Sr. Larianza, former- 
lv minister at-war and afterwards minister to 
Rome, has instituted a suit before the Supreme 
Court, contesting the validity of the grant lately 
made to Messrs. Benjamin and La Sere, on the 
ground that it was made by President Comonfort 
without the concurrence of other departments of 
the Government, in violation of the new constitu- 
tion. It is alleged by the plaintiff or informant 
in this case, that the national faith cannot be 
pledged by the unsupported act of the Executive to 
such stipulations as this new Tehuantepec con- 
tract embraces. This is substantially the ground 
on which Mexico has steadily resisted" the enforce- 
ment of the Garay contract, and, when urged to 
a specific performance of its conditions, has al- 
ways replied, "We deny the legal obligations 
which you deduce from that instrument, and 
direct you to the Supreme Court for your rem- 
edy." 

There is danger that these legal entanglements 
will proceed so far as to interrupt the friendly 
understanding which now happily prevails be- 
tween Mexico and the United States. If the Garay 
and Sloo grants were valid they certainly canuot 
be defeated by the latest arrangement, and if the/

The Grave of James <*adisoa Open. ^ 

The Richmond South giv ts an interesting ac 
count of the opening of the t Tave of James Mad 
ison for the purpose of laving *« foundation of a 
monument to his memory. He re is a descriptbn 
of the monument: 

The monument is of James 1 liver granite, in 
form an obelisk, and as graceful and appropriate 
as anything could be II is com posed of seven 
pieces' of stone, two of which m. ;asure five feet 
by seven, and weigh over nine tho usand pouues; 
two others which measure four fee t by two feet, 
weighing over six thousand pounds ; another two 
feet teuiuchesby two feet, weigh i three thou 
sand pounds; and another thirteen feet long, 
twenty five inches at its base, and thi rteen inches 
at the top, weighs ten thousand p- junds. The 
gross weight of the entire monume nt is about 
32,000 pounds It rises just twen ty-four feet 
above the level of the burying ground The 
height of the monument proper is just twenty-two 
feet six inches, but the foundation on whicii it 
rests being rased some eighteen inch.es above the 
surface, adds that much to the appar ent heigh: of 
the monument. About niue feet froi o the base is 
chiseled the following inscription: 

MADISON, 
BOKN MARCH 16TH, 1751, 

DIED JUNK 2>"lh, 1836. 

The appearance of the coffin and corpse is thus 

described. 

In digging for a suitable foundation, it became 
necessary to go below the coffin, which was con- 
sequently exposed to view. The boards placed 
above the coffin had decayed, but no earth had 
fallen in upon it, and everything appeared to-be 
as when the coffin was deposited there, except 
that the coffin lid was slightly out of place, allow- 
ing a partial view of the interior As there were 
no fastenings to prevent, the part of the lid cov 
ering the superior portion of the body was raised, 
and the several gentlemen present looked in 
upon the remains of the great Virginian. The 
coffin itself, of black walnut, was in perfect pres- 
ervation, and the interior was nearly filled with a 
species of moss, which adhered tenaciously to the 
wood. 

Beneath this, and partly hidden by it, were a 
few of the larger and harder bones. The lower 
jaw had fallen away, the bones of the breast and 
the ribs were gone, and the only parts of the 
skeleton which remained were the skull and por 
tions of the cheek boues, the vertebra? of the 
neck, the spine, and the large bones of the arm. 
All else of the upper part of the body had return- 
ed to the dust from whence it was taken, and iu 
a few years more every trace of the body will dis- 
appear, until the trump of the resurrection shall 
reunite the scattered particles. The body had 
been interredjust twenty-one years. 

On reaching sufficiently firm ground, the foun 
dation was commenced and built up as two walls, 
one on each side of the coffin, until it reached a 
sufficient height, when it was arched over the 
coffin, and then built up solid to the surface, thus 
forming a vault, iu which rest the remains of 
Madison, precisely beueath the centre of the 
monument. The foundation was made of 
hard surface stone, gathered off the Monipe 
Her farm, within a short distance of the grave- 
yard. 

Women ano Proverbs. — There is one thing 
that the student will be struck with, the universal 
want of gallantry manifested in the proverbs of 
all languages toward the female sex: "Woman's 
beauty, the forest echo and the rainbow soon piss 
away," say the uugallant Germans; who further 
uncivility attest that, "Women and maidens must 
he praised, whether trulv or falsely," "Women 
are watches that keep bad time," and that "A 
woman's vengeance knows no bounds." The 
Italians are not so downright damnatory as this: 
but their hints are almost as the Teutonic asser- 
tions. "Women's tears are a fountain of craft." 
aud "Women alwaysspeak the truth— butnot the 
whole truth," say the Southern moralists, adding 
that "Women know a point more than the devil," 
and that "Women rofne that they mav not blush." 
Then come the slandering Portuguese grinders of 
maxims, which they deliver according to this 
bad measure: "Your wife and sheep early at 
home," and "Women and glass are always in 
danger." The haughty Spaniard slates that "Wo- 
men, wind and fortune soon change." Jerrold, on 
the other hand, rather compliments the sex, when 
he lays down his maxim, in "St. Cupid," that 
"To fan treason into a full blaze always fan with 
a petticoat." 

An Elopement — A Negro Runs Away with a 
White Woman. — We learn from a friend that 
quite an excitement was created at Loudon on 
Tuesday, by the appearance thereof a well dress 
ed negro, having in company with him a genteel 
appearing, but simple acting and evidently weak 
minded white girl. From the facts subsequently 
gathered, it seems that both resided at Morrow, 
and that the negro had induced the girl to run 
away with him, and she bad left her father's 
home to follow the fortunes of her ebony ad 
mirer. 

1 he c >uple arrived at London on the evening 
train, and rode up in au omnibus to the hotel, 
but on arriving there, the laudlord took the girl 
into the house, but refused to permit the negro to 
stay, and therefore turned him out. By this time 
a considerable crowd had gathered about, and the 
negro, tearing personal violence, took himself ofl' 
to another part oLthe town. The girl seemed in- 
fatuated with her negro lover, and expressed a 
wish to still cling to him; but the negro, fearing 
he might be mobbed if he persisted in taking the 
girl with him, advised her to stay at the hotel, 
which she did through the night. The pair had 
not yet been married, but it was their intention 
to call in the aid of a Justice at London, when the

interfered with by the people of the town. The 
girl was to be sent back to her friends yesterday.

axuiou of the Northern Bank as a movement, 
which, if adopted by the other banks, is calculat 
ed t<> allord immediate and sensible relief to the 
community. Five per cent upon the capital em 
ployci by that institution at this place, would 
yield thirty thousand dollars, an amount, we 
think, scarcrly sufficient to afford reasonable facili- 
ties for carrying the products of this section of the 
State to market. The proposition has the apear 
MM of great liberality, but when sifted to dollars 
and cents, is found a mere drop in the bucket, 
wholly inadequate to the necessities of the com 
munin 

If our banks have resolved to adhere 9trictly to 
the obligations of their charters and to pursue 
that line of policy which will preserve to them 
their privileges, without forfeiture, to take care 
of themselves and leave the public to look after 
it* own interests as best it can, they can gain 
little by any such show of liberality. Unless in 
a condition to afford some substantial relief and 
take such action as will be of real advantage to 
the community, .they bad best turn their whole 
atteution to the preservation of their chartered 
privileges For if at last, despite these desperate 
efforts, they be forced to yield to the pressure of 
the times, such propositions as this will be found 
to constitute for them little claim to the leniency 
of the people's representatives. We doubt not a 
i on their part, one evincing their 
of the objects for which they were 
established, and a desire to return to the public a 
fair consideration for the monopolies and privi- 
leges they enjoy, would meet its just considera 
lion when thcv go before the Legislature asking 
repairs to their broken charters. But if determined 
first to take care of themselves and ask no 
favors only when forced to do it. they can 
make nothing by such tenders of inconsiderable 
relief" 

The plain English of all this is, that if the 
banks suspend at once and do all they can to re 
the business community, and the suspension 
to be voluntary and done for the public 
good alone, that the Democratic Legislature will 
legalize the suspension and secure th 
against all forfeitures; but, if they do not 
now but continue to hold out for a time and are 
finallv compelled to suspend, and the suspension 
appears to be compulsory and not to accommo 
date the people, that the banks need expect noth- 
ing from the Legislature. It would be well for 
bank officers to think a little about this matter. 
The idea is of some importance because it is sup 
posed to reflect the views of a large number of 
the dominant party, who will have things pretty 
much their own way this winter.

A W ILL C ANCELLEn SY CtTTTINO OCT ITS Sl« 

nature .— An interesting decision was given by 
Judge Sir J . Hodson, in the Prerogative Court ( 
London, on the 1st September, in regard to the 
cancellation of a will. The testatrix executed a will 
in 150, bequt -athing the bulk of her property to two 
sisters Afti >r her death a codicil was produced, 
dated Augus t 4, 1854, and duly attested, convey- 
ing the prope rty, in the event of her surviving 
her sisters, to relatives in America, and appoint 
ing an execute >r to act in behalf of those relatives- 
She had also cut out her signature to the will of 
1850. In the meantime one of her sisters had 
died In beh alf of the survivor it was moved 
the Court to grant probate of the will of 1850, on 
the ground th at the testamentary paper of 1854 
had been written in ignorance of the law, merely 
to declare her intentions in case of her surviving 
her sisters, and not with the purpose of revoking 
the will already made in their favor. The Judge 
held that cutting out the signature of a will was 
prima facie evidence of intentional cancellation, 
although circumstances might be laid before the 
court to show the contrary. In this case no cir- 
cumstances have been laid before the court, and the 
court would not depend upon an ex parte state- 
ment precluding other interested parties from 
being heard. Probate of the will was therefore 
not granted, in order that those parties might op- 
pose the application if they choose to do so.

"To me agriculturist this is, undoubtedly, the most 
valuable patent that has been issued for uiany years- It 
is intended for sowing broadcast, covering aud harrow- 
ing al me same lime, for sowing in drills and also for 
planting in hills, aud wiU accomplish either object as 
well as could possibly be done byhand. The grain is 
placed in cylinders, which are made to revolve with me 
motion or the w be. Is ol the carl. As ihe holders route 
me grain passes out through me screens to me ground. 
The seed are evenly distributed aud the machine may 
be regulated lo sow any given amount to the acre with 
perfect accuracy The grain is covered by ihe revolving 
harrow, which receiv sils motion rrom me earl wheels. 
This harrow revolves with great rapidity in the opposite 
direction from iu forward motion, Ihus harrowing 
up Ue ground instead of mailing it down, and 
tearing lo pieces any stubble, sods and manuie, aud 
leaving mem behind instead of drawing ihum together 
in bunches as with ihe common harrow.
